Moore is neatly insane over the terrible 
Mistake, but ts under arrest pending an 
invest!gation. 

The tragedy oceurred at 9 o'clock in. 
evening and the circumstances we sonie- 
what pecullar, showing that Moore tox 
very litue pains to make suse at Whom he 
Was shooting. According to the story he 
tells he and Charles Lannigan, who toards 
with the Moores, sat down at the rour 
mentioned to piay a gume of checkers, 
Mrs. Moore Icft the room, seying that she 
Was going to bel. A little while after he 
ami Lannigan heard a noise in the kitchen 
and Moore at once came to the comelusion, 
he says, that there were burgiars in 
house. 

He got up from the table and walked 
Over to the place where he kept iis re- 
volver and was about to go out and Iinves- 
theate when he heard some one ai the 
kitchen door. Turning about he saw that 
the door from the kitchen Into the room 

about to open, and, hs claimr, will- 
o walting to see whu might be enter ng, 
he fired. 

His aim was true, and 
his wife fell forward into the roon with 
@ bullet in her forehead. She died almost 
immediately, without speaking: 

As soon as Moore saw who it was that 
he had shot he dropped the Weapon andl 
fan out Into the yard, crying anid benuting 
his breast. Lannigan called for uasistan-e 
and the neighbors ran in. When they 
learned the facts they began a search for 
Moore. He was found in the yard an! his 
grief was apparentiy most pitiadie, fic 
Was taken in charge by the authorities, al. 

the general opinion secms to be 
he really believed he Was eshooting 
at a burglar when he killed his wife. 

It is suppose! that Mrs .Moeore, instead 
of going to bed, returned to the kite ; 
Had Moore called out or. challenged 
as a man naturally would who 
there wus an intruder in the house, 
tragedy would not have occurred. 

Lannigan's statement agrees 
Moore's, although he does not 
know why Moore should have 
there were two men In the room 
would certainly have had the drop on the 
sUppposed burglar. 

Charles Lannigan test!fied, before 
Coroner's jury, that Moore and his 
Slept in separate bedrooms, each with two 
children; that about 8 o'clock Mrs. Moore 
put all the children to bed and left Moore 
ani Lanigan ritting down to a game of 
checkers, and they thought she had re 
tired: that in a few minutes thereafter a 
noise Was heard tn the Kltchen and that he 

mped out and shouted burglirs; that 

oore ran to his bedroom, cut his revolver, 
stepped back into the room just as his wife 
Stepped into it from the opposite side and 
shot her. The jury then adjourned to a 


later hour. 

Moore jis about 38 years old and his wife 
Was about %. The murriage was objected 
to by the girl's parents, William Lohr anid 
wife of Witt. Moore has been a resident 
here all his life and has engaged in all 
kinds of laborer'’s work.

President McMath Estimates the Time 
of Probation Now Allowed 
St. Louis People. 


President McMath of the Beard of Public 
Improvements says it will be nearly two 


weeks before any of the Chicago sewage, 
turned loose Wednesday at Lockport, 
reaches St. Louis. 

The distance between St. Louls and Lock- 
port, via the Mississippi, lilinois and Des 
Plaines rivers is 3447 miles. 

It is estimated that the normal flow of 


the sewage and lake water is a mile an 


hour. At this rate, the first of the sewage 
would reach St. Louis in 14 days and 1 
hours from Wednesday morning at Ii 
o'clock.

This passage in the annual report of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is of far-reaching importance: 

“It is a matter of common knowledge that vast schemes of 
railway control are in process of consummation, and that the 
competition of rival iines is to be restrained by these com- 
binations. If the plans already foreshacowed are brought to 
effective results there will be a vast centralization of railroad 
properties, with all the power involved in such far-reaching 
combinations yet uncontrolled by any public authority.” 

It is further declared thac the commission has no power 
to control the companies, which can charge what they please 
and discriminate at pleasure in favor of the larger shippers. 

The immense power of this great railroad combine cannot 
be estimated. Already there is reason to believe that one 
great combination controls all the roads east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio, and that it is reaching out West and 
South, designing to extend its dominion over every railway 
property in the country. 

If the government finds it difficult to compel the roads to 
obey the laws at the present time, when the consolidation is 
not yet compicied, what will be its task when that end is 
accomplished”

“The inhabitants of the ceded territory shall be incorporated 
in the union of the United States and admitted as soon as pos- 
sible according to the principles of the Federal constitution 
to the enjoyment of all rights, advantages and immunities of 
citizens of the United States. and in the meantime they shall 
be maintained and protected In the enjoyment of their liberty, 
property and the religion which they profess.”

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SAVE THE WATERWORKS. 

Wednesday's Post-Dispatch uncovered a scheme on the part 
of the Republican machine at the City Hall to turn the Wa- 
ter Department over to the gpoilamen. Under the cloak of re- 
trenchment, President Meier of the Council introduced a num. 
ber of reorganization bills, including three relating to the Wa- 
ter Department. It was given out that all of these bills had 
been drawn with the knowledge and approval of the heads 
of the departments, but the Post-Dispatch's inquiry disclosed 
the fact that Water Commisioner Flad was ignorant of one 
of the bills relating to his department, and that certain provis- 
ions in the other two were different from what he thought 
they would be. : 

The bill of which Water Comissioner Flad was ignorant pro- 
vides for the appointment of all Water Department employes 
“with the approval of the Mayor.” Hitherto, nearly all the ap- 
pointments—a!] the important places—in the Water Depart- 
ment have been filled by the Water Commissioner, with the 
approval of the President of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. This plan has worked admirably. It has kept the 
Water Department secure from the assaults of the spoilsmen. 
The department has been regarded as a model of honest 
and efficient service. 

The trick is palpable. Water Commissioner Flad says that 
there is no reduction of force or of pay provided for in the 
bills. The excuse for them is a slight change of some places 
from daily wages to salaries—a change that could be accom- 
plished without touching the main body of the department's 
forces. But the entire department is reorganized in order 
that the presnt employes, over whose appointment the Mayor 
has no control, may be legislated out of office and their places 
filled by men who must secure them by the grace of the Mayor 
and his machine. 

The Post-Dispatch indulges the hope that there are enough 
men in the Council to save this one department operated by 
the municipality from the assault of the plundering spoilsmen.

Jury, based on certain 
before the committee. 

The plaiptif? charges that the defendant 
“falsely and malic hous y swore to an In- 
formation Feb 18 1899, charging him with 
the crime ot perjury, alleging that he testi- 
fied falsely that he had divided money al- 
leged to have been received from the sale 
of engineers licenses with certain members 
of the Board of Engineers and that he had 
paid to Harry H. I’hilper money he had 
received from one Nordberg, who Was an 
applicant for a license. 

Nutta!l claims that upon this information 
he was arrested and thrown into the City 
Jalil; that later, unon the defendant's testi. 
mony, he was held for the grandjury by 
the Court of Criminal Correction, and that 
he was indicted by the grandjury for the 
crime of perjury upon the eaid Philper’s 
ye beneigggs 

alleges that upon a trial In Division 
No. & of the Circult Court upon the in- 
dietment he was acquitted by a jury. The 
Petition continues 

“Plaintif’ further states that the. allega- 
thons as aet out in said indictment are not 
correct statements of what the plaintiff 
testified to, but the matters that the plain- 
tiff’ did testify to before satd Major Com- 
mittee as to the manner said Robe ‘rt Nord- 
berg obtained his engineer's licenes are 
Wholly true in every particular, and that 
the defendant knew that all the said mat- 
ters as testified to by the plaintiff were 
true. but that the defendant. wholly disre- 
Zarding the truth, dil knowingly, willfully. 
corruptly, falsely and maliciously procure 
Fald indictment against the plaintiff. Plain- 
tiff further alleges the defendant falsely 
and maliciously caused = plaintiff's = said 
arrest and imprisonment, and upon the itn- 
formation and indictment aforesaid, false- | 
ly and maliciously prosecuted him as 
aforesaid, to sat'sfy a malicious design of 
his own and to shield and protect him- 
Felf on account of his own wrongful acts. 
as truthfully testified to by the plaintiff 

fore sald committee.”’ 

The plaintiff alleges that durtng the pe- 
riod of the alleged malicious prosecution 
e was deprived of his Uberty and was 
compelled to asoctite with criminals; that 
he was deprived of the comforts of home 
and the companionsh'p of his family; and 
that he suffered great humiliation hy be- 
ing held up to publiite scorn and disgrace. 
by being handcuffed and led through the 
corridors of the Faur Courts and exposed 
to publ ¢ gaze and contempt—ali, he al- 
leges, to’ vatiefy the designe of the defen- 
dant. Continuing, the petition says: 

“Plaintif? further alleges that the de- 
fendant was, at the timé plaintiff testified 

fore the sald Major committee, holding 
a public office In the city of St. Louls un- 
der and by virtue of the laws of said city 
and State; that the defendant was and ts 
guilty of malfeasance in office, in that he 
unlawfully and corruptly tssued engineers’ 
licenses to various persone, and that he 
unlawfuliy issued one engineer's license to 
one Robert Nordberg, the same Nordberg 
heretofore mentioned, and to divers other 
persons, contrary to laws and ordinances 
made and provided in such cases, by cor- 
ruptiy exacting and receiving money for 
euch licenses other than as that provided 
by law, al) for his personal gain and ad- 
vantage, and Knowing that the plaintiff 
knew all these facts, the defendant insti- 
Rated the aforesaid prosecution malicious- 
ly and wantonly and solely to protect him- 
self; that the defendant, by his aforesaid 
maiicious and wanton prosecution, with 
the assistance of his allies and confeder- 
ates, hoped to convict and imprison the 
plaintiff and thereby to try to make it ap- 
pear that the defendant was innocent.’
